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This notification is in response to applicants' submission filed on 28 July 2008. 

BACKGROUND 

On 14 October 2003, applicants filed international application PCT/US03/32887, which 
designated the U.S. and claimed a priority date of 1 1 October 2002. A copy of the international 
application was communicated to the USPTO from the International Bureau on 02 December 
2004. The thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired at 
midnight on 1 1 April 2005 (29 January 2005 being a Saturday). 

On 12 April 2005, applicants filed a submission for entry into the national stage in the 
United States which was accompanied by, inter alia, the U.S. Basic National Fee and a 
declaration of inventors. 

On 08 January 2008, after numerous renewed petitions under 37 CFR 1.10(d), applicants 
filed a petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

On 27 May 2008, a decision was mailed granting applicants' petition under 37 CFR 
1.137(b). The decision also indicated that the declaration of inventors filed 12 April 2005 was 
not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497(a)-(b) because it executed an incorrect application, was an 
improper composite declaration, and contained non-initialed alterations. 
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On 28 July 2008, applicants filed the instant submission which includes a new declaration 
of inventors. 

DISCUSSION 

The declarations of inventors filed 28 July 2008 is in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497(a)- 

(b).
